DETAILS OF THE LAST ZEPPELIN RAID. 


——_—_@o————— 


October 18, 5 20 a.m. 

The Presa Bureau issues an aocoun’ of the damage suffered 
from the Zeppelin raid, by a writer appointed by the Home Office, 
who ssyu that the darkening of the Metropolitsn ares and the height 
at which the enemy flew prevented him from locating places of 
importance. A Berlin official report shows that as on the last 
occasion the raidera wera grossly mistaken in most cages regarding 
the localities bombed. If they hed spy definite objective, 
beyond the haphazard destruction of the lives and property of non- 
combatants, they entirely failed to attain it. Exoopt from one 
chance sbot, the damage done was exclusively to Property “Dob 
connected with the conduct of war. Of tho 127 killed and injared 
none were combatants save one or two soldiers in the, atreete, 
Hundreds of thousands wko heard the bombs and the gans remained 
cool and frea from panic. If possible there was sven less. excite- 
ment than on the previous occasion. Most people after the bomb- 


ardment went quietly to bed undisturbed by the second raid in 


another part of the London area st midnight. In the theatres, 


where ths sound of the bombs and firing wes plainly heard, there G 


was a commendable abssnce of panic. Damage waa done in five 
distinct areas. In the firet there was little or no residential property 
bat some large business buildings, Here five bombs fell, four in 
the street. Buildings were considerably damaged and thera were 
algo a number of casualties. 


In the second area a bomb fell in the garden of a large block 
of reaidentis! flats and several rooms om the ground floor wera 
totally wreoked while the first floor suffered considorable - daraoge. 
Another bomb fell on the-top of another blocs, demolishing the top 
storey. There were no casualties in this area, In the third area 
two business premises were damaged. Tho fourth area wag 8 poor 
working-class district and many houses were over-o:owded, Here 
more bombs ware dropped than in the other three sroas, and one 
group of small houses waa entirely destroyed. A tingle bomb fell 
iv the Gfth area which was a aaburb where there was not a single 
factory or business house, hardly any shops and no encampments. 
There were no serial defences or even searchlights. Hera, for some 
obscure reason, tha largeat number of bombs was dropped in leas 
than a minute. Between tho first and fast bombs was 6 distance of 
only six hundred yards. Five fell within sixty yarde and three in a 
single emall garden. A fortunate feature of the whole raid waa the 
number-of bombs falling on the ground and not on buildings. 
Only threo houses were sctaslly straok in this ares. ;

DEATH OF SIR CLAUDE 
MACDONALD. 


_——~_——— 
Soldier snd Dinlomatist. 

We regret says the Times of 
Sept. 11 to annonuos the death of 
the Right Hon, Sir Claude Mux- 
well MacDonald, G.U.M.G, 
(4.0,V.0., K 0.B, which s courred 
yesterday from hrart failure at 
hie resider cs, 46, Chester aquare, 

Sir Olands MecDonald, who 
was born in 1852, entered ths 
Army in 1872. after passing 
through the Military College at 
Sandbaret, as o subaltern in the 
Highland Light Infantry. He 
first taw active aervice in the 
Egyptian expedition of 1882, and 
was appointed in the following 
year Military Attache to the Bri- 
tiah Agency in Cuiro, He took 
part in the operstiona in the 
Eastern Sudan in 1884, ond he 
waa wounded 1t the battle of 
Tamai. In 1887 he proceeded 
to Zanzibar as Acting Agent and 
Coneul-Genersl, and in the follow- 
ing year he was appointed her 
Majesty's Commissioner on the 


Went Uoast of Africa. Tne great. 


region extending from the boan- 
deriea of Legos to the Forcades 
River and from the Brass River 
to the Rio del Rey had been 
brought onder British rule in 
1885, But until M- jor MacDonald 
went ont no esricus attempt had 
been made torenderour occupation 
really effective beyond tho coast. 
He went to work with the quiet 
determination, round common 
sense, and cheerful pluck whioh 
bave enabled so ma@oy young 
Englishmen to play a modest but 
oseful part amonget the makers 
of oar great Empire, With s 
emall staff of his own selection, 
be built ap asyetem of govern- 
ment which, ia epite of some 
friction at the outset with the 
European traders, enaurad peace, 
order, sod security and a fair 
measure of prosperity to the ter- 
ritcry which he bad tsken over 
in 1887 almost aa a terra 41.6 g 
nita, and which he left in 1805 
permanently reclaimed to the 
civiliziog influences of British 
rule, 

The great administrative abi- 
lity he had tbua dieplayed, sa 
well a the displomatic qualities 
of which he had given fresh proof 
when be waa sent by the Foreign 
Office to Berlin to assist in the 
negotiations for the delimitation 
of the Anglo-German frontier of 
Cameroon, attracted the attention 
of hia superiors, end especially, it 
is eaid, of Lord Saliabory. He had 
already been mado a K.O. MG. in 
1892, and he waa known to be 
marked out for early promotion. 
Novertheless, the appointment of 
Sir Olaude MacDonald to 
one of the most diffi. 
cult snd responsible poate in the 
diplomatio service, whon the Le- 
gation at Peking became vacant 
in 1895 by Sir Nicolas O’Conor’a 
promotion to the Petrograd Em- 
brasy, caused at the time wide- 
prasad surprise. The vollapsa of

British companies, and notably 
the valuable concessions obtained 
by the Pekin Syndicate in Ho- 
usn and Stan-si, bear amplo

Although the Boxer Rising in 
1800 proved the confidence which 
he teposed in the loyalty of the 
late Emprese-Dowager to have 
been misplaced, it wae largely due 
to his forethought that, when the 
Legations were besieged, the 
British were able to shelter so 
many refagees and to cffer eo 
prolonged and heroio a resistance. 
Oreated 5 G.0.M.G. in May, 1900, 
Sir Claude anbsequently received 
the Obina medal and olasp, 
together with a Military K.O.B 
and the rank of colonel, for the 


defence of the Legations, which: 


he had so thoroughly organized, 

The following Qotober he was 
transferred to Tokyo’ as Miniter, 
wnd five yeare later he became the 
firat British Ambassador to Japan, 
After ropresenting Great Britsin 
there for 12 yoara, ha retired in 
December, 1912. Under his aue 
spic.a was concladed the Anglo- 
Jupsaneso Agresment of August, 
1005 (renewed July, 1911), by 
whioh are regulated the rights 
and intereata of the two Powers 
in the Far Esst. For his services 
in thisconnection Sir Claude was 
made a G.0.V.0. and aworn a 
Privy Couocillor in 1906. In 
1911 be received the Coronation 
medal. The Emperor of Japan had 
conferred on bim the Firat Olssa 
of the Order of the Rising Sun.

The Summons to Surrender. 
The correspondence relating to 
the occupation of German Samoa 
by an Expeditionary Force from 
New Zesland ia published as a 
Parliamentery White Paper (Od: 
7972). Apia was occupied, with. 
out opposition, on August 3], 
1014, The letter ia which Rear- 
Admiral Sir George Patey, com- 
manding the Australian Squs- 
dron, eaummoned ‘the German 
Governor to surrender, was in 
tho following terme :—

you that I am off the port of Apia 
with on overwhelming force snd, 
in order to svo'd unnecessary 
bloodshed, I wil! not opon fire if 
you aurrender immediately:

4, Wireless cor munications aro 
to cease instantly or fire will be 
opened on the station, 

6 If no anewer iv received to 
this letter, or if the answer ‘is in 
the negative, the craisers’ bave 
ordera to cover the landing parties 
with their guaa.

Northero papera sre interesting themselves in the possibility 
ofa pronounced Woman Movement in China in the near future. 
One journal, the Japan Chronicle, goes ao far aa to aay: It almoat 
looka aa though there wero a big socio-political experiment begin- 
ning in Chins, compare{ with which the question whether a 
despotic ruler should bo called President or Emperor ia trifling.” 
OF ozare, all manner of apheavala bave been prophosied for Chins, 
at one time and snother, which have terminated in a puff and 
vot in an earthquake at all; and those who take the trouble to 
consider, even for a moment, the tone of thought that has domiuated 
thie part of the world tor uatold centuries, will be dieposed to num- 
ber the: suggested movement among these things which" fizzle out,” 

Woman, we all know, has had 8 greater influence in Obinese 
offaira than in those of other Eastern countries; bat haa she ever 
been a distinct force outside her own houce? Ths grim power of 
the husband’a mother within the houeshold is undeniable; bat, ont- 
ide, her inflaence is made to cease by the mere fact that Chinese 
tiadificn decrees that woman shall stay at home and, until recent 
years, even went the length of demanding that she 
ahould be crippled. ih order that she might not astray. 
Qan tradition be lived down all in a fow years? © are perfectly 
woll aware that, following on the Rovolation, acores of would-be 
“gnffrage” societies sprang into being, bat they were destined to bo 
short-lived, In the North we beliovethat western-educated Chinese 
girls ‘may atill be endeavouring to eet on foot various feminist 
organisations; bit here in tbe South, beyond the facts thst a fow 
Amoricaniced women in Canton whisper their aspirations one to 
another, and that Chinees women ia Hongkong have been known 
to frequent the cinemsatograph shows without the consent of their 
husbandg, it may be said tbat “The Cause” doapsira of adberents. 

This, cf course, dcea not mesn that the Chiness 
woman of the large towns or of the foreign settlements 
ig whet abe was a few years ago, A change~even one that 
may be termed deairable—bas been working for some years 
-past, which is enconraging the younger generation of Chinese, 
both male and female, to feel that a woman has a right to be 
trested an a-rational oreatare and not to be perpetually the 
“person of theinner chamber.” ‘ Emancipation,” howevar, is quite 
another thing, and the foreign women who have been going suoat 
preaching suffragist doctrinea among the nativea are doing a cruol 
as woll a» ap idiotic thing; for thay are awakening hopea which can 
never be realised. The Chinese man is no fool, and even tha most 
advanced, even the keenest lover of American or Britioh institutions, 
is not likely to give encouragement to ideas which can oaly bring 
his country trouble; in Joed those who heve lived longest among tho 
peoplo of the West will probably be the very mon to soe that tho plac- 
ing of power in the Ennda of womon is just the coares moat likely ta 

. lead to the weakening of a couawy from a military point of viow. 
Thos, neither from the old nor from the new Chiness can mach 


encouregement for feninism be expected, And what of the women’ 


themselves? Do they really want to push themselves to the front? 
Probably uot, in a general way. From all we osn gather, the 
moment the traveller strays from the towns where foreign women 
are to befound, all trace of these extraordimary aspirations dis- 
. appeare, Not only ao, bat little birds whisper that. the advocates

Two Interesting Anniversaries. 

In view of all the fighting that 
ig going on, on sea and Jand, and 
of the tact that this war is one of 
allies sgainat allies and not of one 
nation against another, it is in- 
teresting to remember that to-day 
and {o-morrow are the annivera 
aries, of the battles, respectively, 
of Leipeic and Navarino—both of 
them conflicta in which a number 
of natianalities took part. In fact 
the Leipsic event ia atill apoken 
of by some historiana as “the 
battle of the nations,” though 
perhaps “tho battle won by Ger- 
man treachery” would have been 
anapter name. Napoleon's army 
of 160,000 (which contained 
many battalions of Saxons) wes 
opposed to 240,000 Pruasiane, 
Aostrians snd Russians, “The 
Frouch were beaten, obielly owing 
to seventeen Saxon battalions, 
their allies, tarning apon them in 
the heat of the engagement!” 
Always the Turks. 

The make-up of the “sides” 
here ig intereating, thangb not 
more so than in the oare of 
‘the battle of Navarino, which 
took place fourteen yeara later 
(Ootober 21, 1827); for hore the 
flecta of Britain, Russia and 
France, under command of Ad 
miral Codrington, wero oppos- 
ed to the Tarks and LEgyp- 
tiaus, Most of the harm doze 
waa the work of the Tarks them- 
selves for, rather than have 
their ships fall into the hands of 
their enemies, they destroyed the 
greater number of them. The 
fact that this defeat of the Tarka 
was sabsequenty spoken of by 


the Dake of Wellington aa “ an’ 


untoward event” seems to show 
that our hopefal British prac- 
tice of oherishing the Turk and 
suspecting the Rasvian hod begun 
even then, ‘It oar grandfathers 
bad been possessed of a little more 
foresight they would huve wiped 
out not only the Tarkish fleet bat 
tho Tarkish nation, for it bas 
been a curse to civilisation for 
centuries—and indeed might have 
remained so for another generation 
or two had not their own unlucky 
star guided them into taking 
a ebsre in the present war. When 
that is over we are hardly likely 
to hear much more of Turkey, 
as regarda affairs in Europe.

The Admiral ia not only a high 
authority on all questions con- 
nected with ordnance, but bis 
inventive ganiva aud capacity for 
improvising gubuory material 
and appliances have often been 
shown to the great benefit of the 
State. He it was who, when 
Ouptain of the Soylla in the 
Mediterranean, provided his own 
telescopic sighta, and invented 
gunnery training appliances 
which enabled hia ship to make 
scores nt prize firing which were 
before unknown. He proved 
that correct ehcoting only measat 
oarefal and systematic training. 
Later on, when Captain of the 
Gannery School at Whale Island, 
he introduced a new system of 
practice firing which brought 
about a marked improvement in 
the competitions with great gangs.

In the second Court, at the

He at 
first admitted the offence asying 
he did use a chopper and he did 
cut the woman, but enbsequently, 
apparently, developad a defence. 

Dr. Moore said the deceazed died 
from logs of blood consequent ap- 
on the wounds, Noneof the wounda 
were such ae would caueo death, 
She muat have lort # lot of blood 
from the wounds on the hend. 

The ‘brother-in-law, who wag:

DESCRIPTION OF BRITISH GAS ATTACK. 
—e— 


October 16, 1.30 p.m. 

Reuter's correspondent at tho British Headquarters io déscrib- 
ing the British gag attack on the 13th inst, which he witnessed from 
an eminence close behind the trenches, saya: Beyond the area 
where massed batteries. were pouring a concentrated fire into the 
Germsn positions, was land of desolation where the troops, hidden 
in the trenches waiting for a whistle, to leap the parapets. ~The 
horizon was & masa of amoke constantly broken by flashes of barat- 
ing ebell, The smoke constantly changing colour, white, yellow, 
black and sometimes pinkish. Suddenly, from the left of the British 
lines there came a cloud of yellowisa smoke creeping towarda the 
opposite line closely followed by 4 broad finger of white 
vapour, which widened as it advanced, which spread over 
the yellow cloud, forming it into ao opaque mist whioh 
gradually enveloped the German trenches in dense fog.

More smoke followed it up from the some spot, as though 
someone were blowing poffa from a huge invisible pipe. Tt was 
heavier and more bewildering than a London fog. Occasionally 
when the vapour sifted ons had glimpasa of figares, darting back- 
warda aud forwards, across the space betwoon the trenches, appa’ent- 
ly bomb throwers. Then there was a momentary flash of a maga of 
men appearing to spring from the empty plain and to sink back 
again, and a new place was enfolded in a cortainof amoke. This is 
ali that one could hope to see of an infantry charge in this war.

Application was made for per- 
mission to erect two water closets 
in a house on North Kowloon, 
Inland Building Lot, No. 1. 

Mr, Goldring and Mr. Oban 
Kai-ming minuted againat the 
proposal. 

Lt.-Col.. Orisp favoured . the 
application providing a septic 
tank was erected and its eflluont 
properly disposed of. 

Dr. Fitzwillisams:—I om in 
favour of this system, the efflaent 
to bodischarged anywhere, What 
ig safe ot home is safe here. If 
the Board should object tv it 
being passed into 4 stream, let it 
be discharged on land away from 
the atream. I would recommend 
the momboera to stady the circular 
of Messrs. Jones and Attwood. 

The Head of the Sanitary Board: 
—Thisapplication isubjectionable 
because it involves thie possibility 
of contaminated fluid into astream 
from which persons may drink. 
The best that the writers of this 
circular can say for their ap- 
paratas ia that it produces an 
effluent “ fit to drain into the near. 
est water coureo without offence to 
sight or amel!” and ‘'so good that a 
duck-pond has been constracted 
for ita atilization,” and ogain “ it 
passes sloug the roadside sand 
cannot be distinguished from 
ordinary land drainage, or spring 
water:” In England no wise per- 
son drinks from a duck-pond or 
roadside water course, In many 
places the public are warned 
against drinking from roadside 
channels. Such notices would have 
little effect upon tho natives here, 
and I do not think that in the 
present case there is need to 
allow the danger to come into 
existence. With respect to tho 
possibility of such danger I 
note that the circular atates of 
one of these inatallations that 
“Tt superseded a plant, 
twice the size which prov- 
ed inefficient.” It we could 
get the specification of the euper- 
eeded plant I have little doubt but 
that we should find that ita mak- 
ersalso claim infollibility for their 
system and I have already point- 
ed out that the houses for which 
the present application is made 
is too far away for regular exam- 
inationa. ; 

The Hon. Mr. E, A. Hewett 
moved that the application should 
be refused. :

Dr. Fitzwilliams urged that the 
application should be granted.

—_ oe 


Incrossed Rates Recommended. 


The Select Committee on Na: 
yd and Military Services (Pen: 
fima anéOrante), of which Mr. 
Bupar Lawie chairman, in their 
special roport, which was 
published September 10 ag 5 
Parliamentary Paper [328], make 
recommendations with regard to 
that portion of their reference 
which deala with pensions and 
granta to disabled officers ond 
oficer’a widows, orpbare, and 
dependent. 

Widows and Chilfren. | 

Under the existing regulations 
the pensions paid to the widows 
and children of Navy and Army 
officers are on three scales, and 
the committee consider that the 
conditions which  differentirte 
the three roslea ehould be made 
more elastic end, therefore, ro- 
coramend that the classification 
should, in oases srising out of 
the present war, be as follows :— 


Navy. | . 
Class I—Killed in action or 
died from wounds received in 
netion, whether sfloat or ashore, 
or by destraction of ship, drown- 
ing or other violent death due 
direotly aud wholly to war eervice. 
Olase 1f,—Death from disease 
dua to exposure or exertion on 
eorvicaor from injuties icceived 
inand by service so far as not 
covered by Olass I: . 
Clase I1f.—Diod from diroase, 
injary or accident not coming 
uoder Class I or Lf. 


Army. 

Clans I.—Kitled in action or 
died from wounds received io 
netion or from other violent death 
due directly and wholly to war 
serviog, 

Class 1L.—Died from disease 
due to active operaliona to 
the field or other: 
wice direotly attributable to mili- 
tary service, or from injariea 
received in and by service eo far 
as not covered by Olasa I. 

Olass III.—Died from disease, 
injery or accident not coming 
under Olsee 1 or IT. 

The committee propose that the 
rates for widows of leutenasnta 
and sub-lieutononts in the Navy 
and lieutenants and second lieu- 
tenante in the Army should be 
raised to the existing ratea for the 
widowa of captsing in the Army 
namely, Olase I., £100 a year; 
Claes IT, £75 a year; Olase HL, 
£60 a year. The additional gra- 
tuity in Olase [, casee should 
. continae to be paid at the existing 
rates, 

In Olosa II, cases, where tho 
deceased officer haa not given the 
neceefary qualifying service fora 


pension, bia widow, if otherwise | 


qualified under existing regula. 
ttone, should be given a gratuity, 
paid either in a lamp eum or in 
instalments at tke discretion of 
the Admiralty or Army Oouneil. 
The amount should be not less 
than one and not more then three 
‘years’ pay. 

The rates for obildren of all 
commissioned ranks up to and 
including that of captain in tho 
Nevy or colonel in the Army 
should, the committee recom- 
mend, be fixed at the rates now 
given to the children of a colonel 
in the Army~namely, Olesa I,, 
$24; Olasa {1., £20 Olacs IIT, 
#16. The ratea for the children 
of flag’ officera in the Navy and 
general officers in the Arm 

, should be Class [., $80; Class IL., 


ore) 
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825; Clase IUE., £20,. It ia far- 
ther recommended that in cases of 
pecuniary need the Admiralty and 
the Army Council should have 
disoretion to give on education 
allowance of £35 per annum for 
& boy, and £26 per sonum for a 
girl, between the ages of 13 and 
Disability Pensions. 

The committee are clearly of 
opinion that the existing rates of 
disability pension for janior 
officera of both services should 
be increased, and they recom- 
mend the following ratea:—~ 

“For total disablement: Lienten- 
ants, sab-lieutenante,  midahip- 
men, snd nval cadots sorving 
with tho Fleet in the Navy, 
osptsine, lisutenante, second 
liaatenanta in the Army, should 
receive a fixed rate of £1604 year 
for all below 15 years’ sorvice, 
with £10 sdditional’ for each 
farther yoar in excess of 14 yenra’ 
eorvica up to 8 msximem of 
£259, : 

For partial dieablement: Lieu- 
tenanta in the Navy and Captains 
in the Army should receive their 
existing half-psy rates. Sub. 
Lieutenants, Midshipmen, and 
Oadets serving with Fleet and 
Lieutenants and Second Licuten- 
ants in the Army should reovive 
(1) if their esroing rower is 
certified by medical authority 
to be seriously affected, £100 
per ansom for all below - 10 
years’ service, with an additional 
£10 foreach farther years's sar- 
vice up tos maximum of £200; 
(2) t£ certified og impsire]l., a 
minimum of £75, rising to £30 
with seven years’ service and then 
on the existing Army scale by 
£10 for each further year’s rer- 
vice ; (3) if certified os slightly 
impaired,o gratuity at the dis- 
cretion of the Admiralty or Army 
Council not exceeding £500, if 
more advantigeous to the oflicor 
than his existing rates. 

Lieatenant-Commanders totally 
dieabled should receive a 
winimnm of £200 a year up to 
tho aga of 40. After that the pre- 
sent scale will apply, save that 
maximum should be raised from 
£300 to £359. For partial dis- 
sblemont the minimum should be 
£173 per snnum, rising as io the 
ease of the Arme Major for ser- 
vice exceeding 17 years. Majors 
totally disabled should receive 
a minimum of £200, rising 
in the cago of officers of over 
20 years’ eervice, sa in tho 
cazo of Csptning, to £250 with 
24 years’ wervico, If their service 
ia longer than 24 yeara thay 
shoald receive £50 in addition to 
their ordinary ponsions, giving 
£275 at 25 yeare, rising to a 
maximum of £350 at 28 years. 
For partial disablement they will 
receive the exiating rate, 5173, aa 
a minimum. 

Commanders in the Navy and 
lieutenant colonela in the Army 
totally dieabled should receive an 
addition of 850 to thoir ordinary 
pension within tho  oxisting 
maxims. For partial diaable- 
ment they will receive the £200 
a8 8 minimam. 


Temporary Officers. 

Tn tho core of temporary officera 
ia the Navy or Army and officers 
of the Special Reserva and Terri- 
torial Forces the committee re- 
commend that if invalided for 
medical anfitnesa caused by 
military service, they should bo 
graded ander four heads aoc- 
cording to the impairment of 
their earning capacity, and 
awarded pensions at the minimom 
rates recomusended for Regular 
officera aa follows:
